|“)elpmg the f*oor in LJ Sdvador 

While working in Rome, I helped organize an immersion trip to El 
Salvador for seminarians. One day we visited Santa Luisa School in 
San Salvador, the capital of El Salvador. The school serves 574 poor 
children in a tough neighborhood. It is protected by a 12' high barbed 
wire fence! But inside are happy intelligent kids. 

This Catholic School is run by religious sisters. Families are asked 
to pay what they can, but many have little or no money to spare. So 
the sisters rely on donations to keep the school running. When our 
group visited and told the sister who was the principal of the school 
that we had collected $2,500 to help support their school, she broke 
down in tears of joy. They had been worried about how to keep the 
doors open. 

In recent years, parishioners from the Cathedral have sponsored 
over 200 children each year. Recently, Jane Glanzer, an OLBH 
parishioner, took the initiative to learn about the sponsoring 
program. The cost to sponsor a child is $52.00/year. She requested 
photos of 31 second grade children (an entire class) so that those who 
would like to sponsor a child could have a photo. 

If you wish to participate, then take a child's photo and fill out a 
FORM with the $52.00 donation. Make your check out to Our Lady of 
the Black Hills, and we will send one check to the SCOPE 
Foundation. S.C.O.P.E. is a 501(c)(3) public charity which was formed 
specifically to support the Santa Luisa School. For more

Recipe from East Timor 
Batar Da'an 

• 1 bag frozen corn 

• 1 can red kidney beans, drained 

• 1 butternut squash, cut into small pieces 

• 3 cups water 

• 1 large onion, diced 

• 5 cloves garlic, minced 

• 3 tbsp olive oil 

• Salt and pepper to taste 

• 2 cups cooked rice 

Saute onion and garlic in olive oil over medium heat 
until tender. Add water and squash, and increase 
heat until water is simmering. Add corn and kidney 
beans, reduce to medium heat, and cook (stirring 
occasionally) until squash is tender (15-20 minutes). 
Add salt and pepper to taste. Serve with rice. This 
recipe serves 4 people.
